Pollipus com ing to the Pallace,- beheld a wonderful alteration

eyes * But Pollipus lifting up his Bever, ſaid : 

My Lord, upon my Honour, that which I report, is moſt true. 
Dionyſius knowing him, with g2eat joy embzaced him, and ſo 
did the Queen and all the reſt, who on a ſudden conld not ſaffici- 
ently tell how to exprefs their jop, but yielded all kind and H 
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nourable Behaviour that might be to welcome him: This news 
was ſon ſpꝛead throughout the Court and City, and the ; ing, 
and almoſt all in general, went pꝛeſently fozthto meet them: The 
Courtiers rejopced, the Citizens cauſed Bonefires to be made, the 
Bells rung, the D2ums and Trumpets ſounded, yea, ſuch mtrth 
and rejoyciug was on all ſizes, as is not to be expꝛeſſed. 

Dionyſius with great joy went to meet his Childzen, being ac- 
companted with the King of Hungaria, the Pꝛince of Sparta,, and 
many other Knights and Gentlemen, belonging to the King of Hun- 
| garia, that attended Clariana, and they had not rode far from the 

City, but they met with them, where the King lovinaly embꝛaced 
Pariſmus and Laurana, who Reverently kneeled at his Feet, and 
with Tears p2ocecding from the exceſs of exceeding joy, welcemed 
their return: and fherefoze he uttered unto them theſe ſpeeches, 

Welcome my dear Son, your happy arrival hath baniſhed my 

former hearts ſorrow, and as by your departure and News of your 
misfortunes our heavineſs increaſed, ſo by your proſperous arrival, 
our hearts are repleniſhed with joy; I ſee your vertues till over- 
maſters adverſe miſery, and whatſoever is in your cuſtody, is ſafe- 
ly protected from calamity ; My gladneſs for your return I cannot 
expreſs, becauſe l feel my ſelf ſurprized with exceeding delight;

State that might be, every Dubjzect erp2eſiſng their joy : The 
Streets, Windows, and Youſe-tops, and every place were ſo fil- 
led with People, that there was almoſt no paſſage left them to 
paſs to the Palace.
